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; Btcears capital is first employed in raising the raw material, neither 
manufactures, nor trade of any kind can exist. Unless capital is 
employed in manufacturing or preparing the rude produce, it either can- 
not be produced at all, or could not be brought into that state adapted 
for use and consumption. Unless capital is employed in conveying rude 
or manufactured produce to districts where it is wanted, no more of it 
would be produced than necessary for the consumption of the immediate 
neighbourhood. The capital of the merchant exchanges the surplus of 
one place for that of another, and thus increases the general industry 
and enjoyment. Again, without capital employed in the retail trade, 
commodities could not be subdivided into the small quantities or par- 
cels suited to the demands of purchasers. If there were no such trade 
as a butcher, for instance, every man would be obliged to purchase a 
whole ox, or a whole sheep ata time. The prejudices of the most worth- 
less persons of the community against shopkeepers and tradesmen are 
altogether without foundation. So faris it from being necessary either to 
tax them or to restrict their numbers, that they can never be so multiplied 
as to hurt the public, though they may by competition, so as to hurt one 
another. It is an error to suppose society is more benefited by capital 
being invested in one branch of industry more than another.

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AFTER alluding to the scope of the preceding lectures, the lecturer in- 
troduced his present subject with stating, that in a state of society in which 
every one produces enough for his own consumption and not any more, there 
would be no need of money. Exchange is the foundation of money, and 
the instrument by which the butcher, brewer, or agriculturist exchanges the 
commodities of which they have a surplus, for those in which they are defi- 
cient ; in different countries and stages of civilization, various media have 
been employed for the purpose of barter; such nations as subsist by the 
chase use the skins of wild beasts; cattle among the ancient Germans was 
the regular medium of transfer, and it was in this description of coin all pe- 
nalties and fines for crimes and misdemeanours were levied. In the agri- 
cultural state, corn is employed as the measure of value. In Abyssinia, and 
among other African tribes, small shells, termed cowries, perform the office 
of money ; and in Newfoundland, and some parts of Asia, dried fish is used. 

But none of those commodities possess the qualities essential to money, 
namely, divisibility, durability, portableness, and unchangeable value, the 
skins could not be divided so as to suit the purposes of trade; cattle and 
corn were both objectionable, from their changeable value, and the difficul- 
ty of transporting them from place to place. These defects led to the ge- 
neral adoption of gold and silver as the instrument of exchange. The pre- 
cious metals are less subject to deterioration than other commodities ; they 
comprise a great value in a small compass, and are of the same quality all 
over the world. A considerable period, however, elapsed before they were

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In this ingenious theory, M. Quesnay and his followers mistook alto- 
gether the nature of production, and really supposed wealth to consist of 
matter; whereas, in its natural state matter is rarely possessed of utility, 
and is always destitute of value. Industry does not produce wealth by its 
making any addition to the matter of our globe; this being a quantity sus- 
ceptible of neither augmentation nor diminution. Its real effect is to pro- 
duce wealth by giving utility to matter already in existence; and it is ob- 
vious that industry employed in manufactures and commerce is just as 
productive of utility, and consequently of wealth, as the labour employed 
in agriculture. The opinion of the economists, that the labour of the agri- 
culturist is assisted by natural agents, is unquestionably true; the hus- 
bandman prepares the ground for the seed and deposits it there; but it is 
nature that unfolds the germ, and feeds and ripens the growing plant and 
brings it to a state of maturity. But it is easy to show that nature is equal- 
ly aiding in every other branch of industry. The powers of water and of 
wind, which move our machinery, support our ships, and impel them over 
the deep; the pressure of the atmosphere and the elasticity of steam, which 
enables us to work the most stupendous engines, are they not the sponta- 
neous gifts of nature? In fact, the single advantage of machinery consists

There is no character in nature which is so trite or barren, but it may be thrown 
by the ingenuity of the Painter into a situation or condition of circumstances, in 
' which it shall at once be interesting and natural. To search out and delineate this 
peculiar character, and to place it in that situation is the province of invention. To 
elevate what is common by such an appendage of natural circumstances as preserves 
fidelity whilst it unites it with grace and fancy, to trace not only the lines of the 
countenance, but the life and spirit of the man, to paint the mind in the face, and 
to express the character by the force of the external features, in a word, not only 
to copy nature in her inanimate form, but to give that character to the figure, of 
which it may be presumed capable, if it have not, these are the excellencies of Por. 
trait painting, and which raise it above the level of a mere representation of the 
human figure. 

Vandyke united these two qualities in an admirable manner, His representation 
of the figure was at once bold and accurate, and the character which he gave to his 
portraits was always forcible and distinct. His men and women were mostly shewn 
upon the great scene of life, he was truly the author of the Epic portrait, and wore 
the buskin of the muse of painting. The portraits of Vandyke, like the characters 
of Clarendon have always an interest, though the subjects are not known.

As Vandyke was distinguished for the energy and life, Sir Joshua 
Reynolds was no less eminent for the grace and beauty of his portraits. 
He painted the genteel comedy of life, he was always successful in 
his attempt to give character, and to improve the barrenness of mere 
external identity. His figures were always thrown into ease, his men 
were mostly shown in the retirement of the study, and his women in 
the amenity of landscape, or the elegant scenes of polished life. But 
every thing he did had a peculiar grace of novelty, and a distinct pro- 
priety of invention. No character was missed, however slightly and 
imperfectly traced by the hand of nature, and truth was never violated 
for the sake of effect. 

Such were the peculiar excellencies of these distinguished masters 
of portrait painting. The fault of our artists of the present day is, that 
either incapable of invention, or careless of it, they do little more than 
represent the figure before them, they seem to think the properties of 
ideal art peculiar to history and landscape, and as having no place in 
Portraits. Their men, for the most part, are the mere crowd that 
passes before you, unmeaning, insipid, and without discrimination.
